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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an underinflation detector for a four-wheeled vehicle comprising a 
rotational speed sensor to detect rotational speeds of two front wheels and two rear 
wheels of the vehicle; and wherein correction is made to the first value of the parameter 
to obtain a second value of the parameter to be compared with the threshold by 
canceling a deviation of one of the front-wheel rotational speed difference and the rear- 
wheel rotational speed difference caused by a steering operation which a driver 
performs so as to cancel the other of the front-wheel rotational speed difference and the 
rear-wheel rotational speed difference arising due to underinflation of the tire. These 
limitations in combination are neither taught nor obvious by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
